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WHAT IS TEE HAME OF THE FUND WSICH RECEIVES THE SLOT 


MACHIKE REVENUE? 


The question as to why there is no public record upon the books of th« 


city of Lima of receipta from the royalty paid for the privilege of running a 
lot of siot machines in this eity remains unanswered. 


is it possible that those who have in management the public affairs of 


Lima are ashamed of the fact that by pursuing this course they sre openly 
licensing gambling in this city? That they are sanctioning the corrupting of 
the tuorais of the youth of the city for the sake of a few paltry dollars'? 


I>oes anyone presume to deny that the man who has the privilege of run- 


ning the slot machines pays a handsome bonus for so doing? 


A story is told by a very reputable resident of Lima that in a recent con- 


with a man who owned a similar privilege in an adjacent town, he 


ssid that fie Rf one time proposed to pay to the powers that then prevailed in 
Lima, the sum of $250 per month if he might be allowed to operate all the 
machines he could place in Lima for twelve months. 
Tfcia would have 


broug-ht into the source where this revenue would go the tidy sun; cf 
per yeur. 


Hut the powers rejected tbe proposal. There were at that time no slot 


maehJEts allowed ia thia eity, In a few weeks afterward a perfect flood of 
slot rKaehioes appeared simultaneously ia different places in the city and have 
been Tunning constantly since. The man who had offered the sum of 1250 per 
month goes on to state that the man who eventually brought the machines 
into Lima, paid a royalty of $4UO a month, or *480@ per year for the privilege 
of renning the machines in this city.
